BLUE87 

The Mcretary of llie ydma (Ala.) Chamber of 
Coramerci: rocoutly took a liltlc trip in tlic country 
to secure some iirst haud iufonuutiou about farm- 
ing oonditioBS. 

The flnt farmer inters itw "was very blue," and 
sonio effort was made to ijuiuiro into his exact ft- 
naucial couditiou. Jt was iouiid that he had a 
large cotton crop on hand, but at^ the prevailing 
prices oni'-hiilf the cotton crop wonld put liim eii 
tirt'ly ont of debt. He had bU head of. fine J)uroc 
hogs, tlic most of which he expected to sell at good 
prices for breeding purposes; he had about 2(> 
, steers which ho expeeled to sell and a iininlier o!" 
heifers which he intended to l»eep; he had a con- 
siderable quantity of oats on hand from his last 
crop; he had raised 30 bushels of corn to the acre 
in spite of drniitli, iiiid lliis with liis otiier fora^i" 
would more than carry him llirough the winter; 
he was arranging to plant 20 acres in crimson clo- 
ver, using seeil Ih' had saved from his last year's 
crop; he also liiid a very tine crop of jxMvino hay. 
a good stand of rape and iU acres in burr clover. 

Dinner wa> served while this information was 
being elicited and "with tlie i xec ption of tlie cof- 
fee there was nothing on the till)!.- that was not 
produced on the farm."' The secretary .says he 
rinds any number of this class of farmers in Dallas 
county, and he is unable to nndcrsmnd how a war 
in Europe, or anywhere else, can possibly aflfect 
them. "Of course, there are some smaller farm- 
ers, especially the tenant farmci-s, who are in noth- 
ing like as good shape, l»nt the man who lias used 
brains as well as labor is in such iinancial condi- 
tion that it will take more than the present 
conditions to affect him." 

Jl is a rather common tendency ainniij; farmers 
to adopt the pessimistic view. Certainly the farm- 
er referred to in the foregoing had no occasion for 
feeling blue. Tin- Huropean war is decidedly more 
lik''ly to help him tliim to hurt him, for he has live 
btock and products to sell, and all these will, in 
all probability, sell at higher prices because of the 
war. Instead of feelinir blue he sIkiuM be rejoic- 
ing over the fact that lie is so comfortably li.xetl. 
There are some millions of people in this country 
who would be glad to swap places^ with him. — 
Courier-Joiumal.
